Sheep #1961 was used in a protocol entitled “Healing of Femoral Cortical Windows". The 
object of the protocol was to determine if bone chips mixed with cement would heal in the 
defect “window” made in the femoral bone which is the standard procedure used for patients 
who have a total hip prosthesis that must be removed. In order to determine how the defect 
heals and the fate of the bone fragments in this healing process, the animals was anesthetized 
and surgery performed to establish the “window” and then repack it using the bone chips and 
cement. Following surgery, the animal was allowed to recover and was to be observed for up 
to 8 weeks. During this time, the animal received post op analgesics (turbogesic). A 
successful operation would have the animal fully bearing weight on the surgically repaired 
leg within 1 week. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be 
relieved. State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress 
relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see

After the 1 -week time period, the animal was not able to fully bear weight on the surgically 
repaired limb. Since the goal of the study was to determine if the healing process would occur 
normally, an assessment of the longevity of this dysfunction needed to be obtained under 
“normal” conditions. An additional 2-weeks of observation ensued to determine if healing 
would occur. The animal was maintained on analgesic medication during this period, but still 
was unable to bear weight on the limb. After the third week post-op, it was determined that 
the graft had not properly healed and the animal was euthanized.

As required by Section 13 of the Animal Welfare Act and further explained in 9 CFR Part 2, 
Section 2.36, the University of South Florida submits an annual report (APHIS from 7023) to the 
Animal Care Regional Director, and fully explains in statements attached to this form any entries 
made in Column E. 

In the 1999-2000 annual report for this institution, 18 rabbits are listed under Column E. These 
animals represent two separate protocol(s). 

Twelve rabbits were used in evaluations of the pharmacologic prevention and therapy of 
cardiomyopathy, which develops as a complication In some pediatric cancer patients treated 
with the chemotherapeutic drug doxorubicin. When administered to patients, doxorubicin is 
known to cause a reduction in their food intake. Similarily, rabbits treated with doxorubicin lose 
their appetite for milled chow. During this interval of anorexia, doxorubicin treatments are 
suspended, rabbits are fed 100 grams of fresh greens such as kale, regularly consume 25-75 
grams of milled chow each day, and maintain their body weights. Pair-fed control rabbits that 
are not administered doxorubicin experience similar intervals of restricted food offering, but also 
do not lose weight. All twelve rabbits involved in this investigation are reported in Column E 
because this period of restricted food intake could occur as part of this protocol. 

Six rabbits were used in evaluations of therapy influences on ischemic paraplegia. These 
studies contributed to an understanding of optimal therapeutic approaches for spinal cord 
ischemia, injury, paresis and paralysis. All six rabbits involved in this investigation are reported 
in Column E because the general discomfort associated with progressive paresis and/or 
paralysis cannot always be anticipated or thoroughly alleviated, hence the opportunity for 
discomfort existed as part of this protocol.

The PI is studying the mechanism by which sound damages the hair cells in the 
cochlea of the ear. The guinea pig is an established model for this type of work. 
Animals are exposed to 109-db noise for 4 hr periods/day for several days. The 
noise is about the same as being near a “chainsaw” and produces irreparable 
damage to hair cells.
